If so Atlanta has at least a 
half-dozen institutions and agen- 
cies, supported by the generous At- 
lanta public, which asked were 
given funds to relieve the deserv- 
ing needy and distressed. If these 
beggars do not merit help they 
should not be permitted on the 
streets. Atlanta has ordinances 
prohibiting professional begging 
and they should be enforced. 

The display of the halt and the 
lame and the blind on our busy 
thoroughfares certainly does not 
heighten the visitor’s opinion of 
Atlanta, and it doesn’t contribute 
to the happiness of those who are 
forced daily to come into contact 
with them. i 

The day for lachrymose senti- 
mentality over the beggar is past, 
or should be.

COMBATING TYPHUS. 
The announcement, carried in the 
press dispatches the other day, that 
science at last has succeeded in iso- 
lating the deadly typhus germ, did 
not receive that measure of popu- 
lar acclaim to which its relative 
importance entitled it, for, from 
the standpoint of human welfare, 
it was by far the most significant 
item of news that has come over 
the wires in many a day. 

All that is known about it in 
this country is that the germ is 
reported to have been discovered 
by Dr. N. Kritch, a woman member 
of the staff of the biological insti- 
tute of Moscow, Russia; and if the 
report is authentic—as presumably 
it is—the discovery ends a quest 
that science has been pursuing 
almost since the establishment of 
the germ theory itself. 

And the name of Dr. Kritch will 
go down in history with that of 
Mme. Curie, discoverer of radium, 
as one of the world’s foremost cou- 
tributors to therapeutic science. 
For two years, and under the 
most adverse circumstances, Nr. 
Kriteh is said to have devoted her 
time and mental resources exclu- 
sively to the work of ridding her 
country of the greatest scourge 
from which it is suffering today or 
from which it ever has suffered— 
a scourge which undoubtedly is the 
greatest single enemy to recon- 
struction and progress in eastern 
Europe. 

Typhus has claimed more victims 
and visited greater devastation up- 
on the human race than have all 
the.avars in history; and the isola- 
tion of its germ is an event of great- 
er and more far-reaching impor- 
tance than the outcome of any bat-

Watkins-City-Manager plan — is nec- 
essary fully to identify the charter 
which is here outlined. Atlanta is 
used, because citizens of Atlanta from 
all sections and of all groups par- 
ticipated in making the plan; Wat- 
kins is used, because there are those 
who refer to the plan by that name; 
city manager is used, because the 
lan is an adaptation of the well- 
nown and successful plan so desig- 
nated. 

It is unnecessary to discuss, the 
similarities in the three proposals now 
before the voters. These similarities 
may be named: The corporate name, 
the boundaries, the functions of the 
city attorney, the recorder, the li- 
brary board and the art commission, 
public improvements, city planning, 
Forsyth underpass, protection for 
water works property, oath of office 
and methods of conducting elections 
are among the things similarly treat- 
ed in the three plans. Referendum in 
the plan here described provides for 
a referendum on franchises and on 
taxation above one and one-half per 


“| cent without petition, the initiative 


is extended specifically to name pro- 
posed charters, while the recall pro- 
visions are extended to the school 
board. The pension provisions are 
slightly more flexible and the civil 
service provisions are made to pro- 
tect teachers after two years serv- 
ice and fully to protect present city 
employees who are doing their duty. 

The fundamental differences which 
are what, in the space here allotted, 
may be discussed are in the leg- 
islative branch, the administrative di- 
vision, taxes, franchises and schools. 

Legislative Department. 

This department, elected by the 
people and subject: to the recall, is 
composed of the mayor and one alder- 
man from each ward as now exist- 
ing or as wards may be increased. 
The nomination and election of these 
are by a vote of the city as a whole, 
thus giving each ward a voice in all 
legislation, with a local representa- 
tive of each community and guar- 
anteeing unity of thought and ac- 
tion in our city’s affairs. This board 
directly representing the people elects 
the chief of administration, the civil 
service, library, planning and art 
boards, the city clerk, city attorney, 
recorder and controller. As the con- 
troller must keep accounts for and 
a check of the admfnistrative depart- 
ment, it is thought safer to make 
him wholly independent of the men 
who spend the money. 

The board of aldermen levy taxes, 
limited as later stated, prepare 
through a committee a budget and 
make appropriations; and, for cause, 
can remove the chief of administra- 
tion and other appointees of the 
board. The board of aldermen has 
no administrative function, those be- 
ing separated from the legislative 
and committed to the chief of admin- 
istration. An administrative ordi- 
nance, not inflexible like a charter 
provision, will take care of the rules 
which must be obeyed by the admin- 
istrative department. 

Administrative Department. 


This department is modeled after 
all successful businesses and after 
the over 230 city manager plans which 
have been tried and found economi- 
cal and efficient. All useless boards 
are abolished. The chief of admin- 
istration is hired, paid such reason- 
able salary as may be necessary to 
get the best man, and, 


agement thereof. He is not at the 
mercy of political changes, does not 
go out each four years and is given 
such term of service as will enable 
him to have a consistent. economic 
and efficient administration of the 
people’s business. Properly he ap- 
points his aids and can remove them 
for adeqnate cause after written no- 
tice, but he himself is subject to like 
removal and he is constantly checked 
by an independent controller and 
thro a continuous audit. 

Taxes are one and a half per cent 
except in an emergency of which the 
people judge by a referendum election. 
Thus emergencies may be met but the 
people hold the purse strings. 

Franchises. 


Franchises running longer than ten 
years cannot be grantéd or amended 
unless the people agree and the 
holders of present franchises are 
checked by the controller and must 
not under penalty delay public im-

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“What will be the relation of the 
composite charter of the voter to the 
goverament!“ 

Under the composite charter the 
voter will occupy a very influential 
relation. or position -to the govern- 
ment. 

The voter will elect the city coun- 
eil, composed of one member from 
each ward. Each councilman wil} 
be elected by and responsible to the 
voters of his ward. Being their 
single representative, he will be in- 
dividually and singly responsible.. He 
cannot pass the buck to colleagues 
from the same ward, as under the 


‘present charter, which provides for 


two councilmen from each -ward, 
elected by the wards; and one alder- 
man from each ward, elected by the 
city at large. He cannot disregard 
the wishes of his ward and play for 
political favor in other wards, or 
look after personal interests he may 
have in other wards, while neglect- 
ing his own ward, as would be the 
ease under the Watkins charter, 
which creates gjvards and yet strips 
them of all identity and power by 
city-wide election of their councilmen 
under the composite charter. The 
voter not only will elect the city coun- 
cil members, but the voter can re- 
call anyone or all of them. 

The voter will elect the mayor and 
will recall the mayor. The mayor 
will be elected by and responsible 
to the people. All responsibility for 
administration, except as to schools, 
rests upon his shoulders. Being in- 
dividually and singly responsible, he 
cannot evade, or side-step that re- 
sponsibility. He is given the authori- 
tv of naming five directors to head 
the five departments into which the 
administrative branch of the govern- 
ment, (schools and libraries except- 
ed), is divided. With complete re- 
sponsibility must go complete au- 
thority. — 

Measure of Authority. 

Manifestly it is unjust to impose 
responsibility upon a servant without 
delegating to him a measure of au- 
thority equal to the measure of his 
responsibility. The present charter 

laces responsibility on the mayor 

ut gives him no authority. The 

Watkins Charter places admin- 
istrative authority upon the city 
manager, (called city administra- 
tor), but does not hold him responsi- 
ble. Not beigg elected by the people 
and not being subject to recall by 
the people, he is above and beyond 
the people. Authority without re- 
sponsibility has been the great de- 
stroyer of men and governments. 

The voter will elect the board of 
education, composed of five members, 
and will recall the board or anv 
member of it at his pleasure. Here 
again is an equal balance of authori- 
ty and responsibility. 

The voter will elect the recorder 
and recall him at his pleasure. Here 
again the equal balance. 

The voter will not elect the five 
heads of departments under the 
mayor, but will elect the mayor who 
appoints the five heads, and will re- 
call the mavor if any or all of his 
appointees fail to give efficient and 
satisfactory service. Through the 
city conneil the voter has an addi- 
tional check on heads of depart- 
ments. as the council can remove 
them for cause by a two-thirds vote. 

foters’ Advantage. 

The voter is given full advantage 
of the short ballot by the composite 
charter. is not called on to elect 
a regiment. of city officials, as under 


| the present charter. He elects his 


councilman and holds him responsi- 
ble; elects his mayor and holds him 
responsible; elects his school com- 
missioner and holds him responsible; 
elects his recorder and holds him 
responsible. 

The voter is not forced to search 
through a forest of divided and sub- 
divided authority to fasten responsi- 
bility, as under the present charter: 
he is not deprived of the right of 
electing the chief executive of his 
government, as under the Watkins 
charter. If the voter is capable of 
electing the chief executive of the 
state and of the United States, why 
not allow him to elect the chief 
executive of the city? Under the 
Watkins charter the mayor would 
not be the chief executive. He would 
be a figure-head, a ceremonial func- 
tionary, as useful to the city govern-. 
ment as the gargoyles to a building 
The real chief executive would be the 
city manager, whom the people would 


not elect and could not. remove. 


DOCTORS HOLD 
BUSY SESSIONS. 
IN COLUMBUS 


Columbus, Ga., May 3.—(Special.) 


More than two hundred Georgia physi- 


cians invaded and captured Columbus 
today in the annual meet of their 
medical society. Sessions are being 
held at the Muscogee courthouse and 
the convention continues through to- 
morrow, the climax being a banquet 
tomorrow night.

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The present charter provides for a 
budget system that has been in effect 
for many years, under which systein 
Atlanta has made greater progress 
than any of her sister cities. This 
budget system provides for a careful 
estimate of the city’s income and an 
itemized apportionment of such income 
among the various departments, and 
no deviation from this apportionment 
is permitted. When an appropriation 
is made the resolution covering such 
appropriation must show exactly from 
what branch the money is to be taken. 

The budget system is rigidly en- 
forced and the enviable standing that 
the city has in the financial world is 
largely due to our budget system. Few 
cities are-able to float bonds at as low 
a rate of interest as Atlanta. 

The accounting system, yerfected 
after years of study, is considered by 
all of the experts who have examined 
same, including the experts sent out 
by the national government, as one of 
the model systems of the country. All 
warrants on te treasurer are drawn 
by the comptroller, but the bill to be 
paid must first be approved by the 
proper department head and by the 
chairman of the proper council com- 
mittee, and finally the mayor must 
sign the check, thus throwing around 
the disbursement of the city’s funds 
every possible safeguaml. And it must 
be remembered that the resolution cov- 
ering the appropriation must be adopt- 
ed by the council, coneurred in by 
the aldermen acting separately, and 
then approved by the mayor, or in case 
of a veto by the mayor the resolution 
must be adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the council and the aldermanic 
board acting separately. 5 

Our Paving Plans. 

Under our paving plans, made ef- 
fective under our present charter, any 
street can be paved if the property 
owners so desire, and provided the re- 
quired form of petition is presented to 
the general council. These hans 
were worked out after years of effort 
and study, an amendment to the state 
constitution having been required to 
make the plans effective. On basis 
of progress that has been made dur 
ing the past fifteen months, Atlanta 
within a few years will be one of the 
best paved cities in the whole country. 

In addition to the civil service pro- 
visions already in existence, the teach- 
ers in our public ‘schools are also to 
be placed under civil service under 
the amenfments to the present char- 
ter proposed by the general council. 

- Under the present charter the may- 
or is vested with the authority to 
appoint all standing committees of 
the general council, and in this way 
the mayor can, and does, exercise al- 
most a dominating influence on all 
of the legislation and administration 
work of the city government, but at 
the same time, the mayor’s authority 
is limited, and he cannot assume aufo- 
cratic powers. 

Eligibility of Mayor. 

The mayor is ouly eligible for two 
successive terms of two years each. 
If the first term has been successfui 
and satisfactory to the people he can 
be re-elected. If the first term has 
been a tailure, and this is not at all au 
impossible contingency, he ought not 
to be re-elected, and his two-year term 
would be enough. 

The heads of departments are really 
in charge of the administrative work. 
but under the supervision of council 
committees appointed by the mayor. 
Our very efficient fire department 1s 
an excellent illustration of the success 
of this plan of administration. 

The present charter provides for the 
initiative, referendum and recall, these 
provisions having been inserted in the 
charter about ten years ago and ap- 
proved by the people in a referendum 
vote at that — 

Our splendid waterworks system, 
built up and established under our 
present charter, is now being largely 
extended, and with the completion of 
the improvements now in progress 
every section in Atlanta will soon be 
fully supplied with an abundance ot 
pure water. Our present water sup- 
ply will be practically doubled by the 
improvements in question. 

Our water rate is extremely low. If 
the same rate obtained here as in some 
of our sister cities the people of At- 
lanta would be paying something like 
one million dollars more for water 
each year than at present. Our water- 
works system can never be gold or 
leased, or in any way aliened, and any 
action looking to such end is absoluteiy 
void, and any official who takes part 
in such action is subject to impeach- 
ment. 

Our waterworks system is one of 
the great systems of the country, and 
is a monument to the strength and ef- 


ficiency and thoroughness of our pres- 


ent form of government. 
Safeguards Provided. 

Eivery possible safeguard is thrown 
around the granting of franchises, the 
purehase of supplies, and the spending 
of the public funds for any purpose. 
It is @ truism among merchants and 
contractors that the city of Atlanta 
receives the lowest prices on supplies 
that it is possible to obtain. Ask any 
of them.

Washington, May 3.—A new sched- 
ule for investigations into private of- 
fers for development of the govern- 
ment’s nitrate and power projects at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., designed to speed 
up the proceedings and expedite an 
agreement for senate consideration, 
was adopted today by the senate agri- 
culture committee. 


At the suggestion of Chairman Mor. 
ris, it was decided unanimously to ex- 
tend the investigation to all-day meet- 
ings, and in order to permit commit 
tee members to respond to roll calls 
in the senate, it was arranged to move 
the hearings from the office building 
into the capitol, using a room there 
convenient to the senate. chamber.

W. Mayo, chief engineer for 
Henry Ford, resumed his explanation

Senator Norris declared that unless 
some way was found to remedy this 
situation, the committee would 
obliged to continue the hearings over 
an indefinite period. He requested 
the senators to return to the commit- 
tee as soon as they ee their 
names and. continue . running to and 
from the senate and committee room” 
in order to make “some headway with 
the imvestigation of Muscle Shoals.’

The experience at Detroit, the wit- 
ness testified, had proved the value 
to the country of using power in the 
local factories, rather than distribut- 
ing it to a number of smaller plants. 

Mr. Mayo declined to criticise the 
other offers before the committee, add- 
ing that Mr. Ford preferred to “stana 
on his own proposal.” 

“Mr. Ford thinks if anybody can 
make a better offer, it ought to be 
done“ Mr. Mayo said. “He may get 
behind them to help do it.“

J. O. Hammitt, vice 5 of

Mr. Hammittt asserted, permitted the 
company to abandon. such production 
in the case of “strikes, fires or other 
cases beyond its control.” 

Pressed by Senator Norris for an 
explanation of his interpretation, the 
witness said: 

“I consider the phrase ‘other causes 
beyond its control’ q very broad gate- 
wa, through which an escape might 
be made. I do not mean to suggest, 
however, that Mr. Ford would try to 
escape.“ 

Mr. Hammitt then said he could 
prevent the manufacture of cyanami¢ 
by the American Cyanamid company 
within two weeks, if he wanted to 
cause a strike of its employees. He 
also questioned, the ability of Mr. 
Ford or other private enterprise to 
make commercial fertilizers at Muscle 
Shoals on a profitable basis, and asked 
the committee what would be done in 
the event Mr. Ford found himself 
forced with a constant loss in fertil- 
izer production. 

Would Not Be Violation. 


Operation of plant No. 2 for fer- 
tilizcr manufacture by a government- 
owned corporation, as pro in the 
bill drawn, by Senator Norris, Mr. 
Hammitt said, would not be a viola- 
tion of the contract of the Air Ni- 
trates corporation, but would be un- 
fair and unwise.” 

If the government started in the 
fertilizer business, he asserted, it ul- 
timately would have to take over the 
entire fertilizer business of the coup- 


try. 

Senator Norris developed that the 
Air Nitrates corporation was not en- 
gaged in fertilizer production at any 
plant in the United States.

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company wrote Henry L. Collier, 
chief of construction, Wednesday, 
that it could not accept a conditional 
permit from the city to open Mari- 
etta and Decatur streets to construct 
manholes, and asked that the paving 
be delayed until a settlement of the 
controversy could be had.

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822.434, and the revenues derived 
therefrom at 5 mills, amounted to 
$474,112.17. 

In 1921 Georgia's values were $122,- 
525,676, and the revenues derived 
therefrom at the uniform rate of 5 
mills was $612,268.36, from which 
it appears that both Georgia’s values 
and revenues in 1917 far exceeded 
those of Kentucky on these classes of 
property, while in 1921 Kentucky’s 
values were nearly five times as great 
as Georgia’s and the revenues more 
than two and one-half times as much. 

Practically the same plan has been 
offered before in the general assembly, 
meeting defeat, and it was indicated 
late Wednesday afternoon that it 
would not be suggested formally to 
the commission unless the board be- 
comes deadlocked on the other two 
proposals.

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COMPLAINT ISSUED 


IN LUMBER CASt 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 
Constitution Bureau. 
Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, May 3.— (By Consti- 
tution Leased Wide.)—Of peculiar in 
terest to the yellow pine belt of the 
south, particularly in view of the re- 
cent strong competition with fir and 
western pines, due to the freight 
tariffs that give a differential to 
northwestern lumber in eastern mar- 
kets, is the announcement today that 
the federal trade commission has is- 
sued formal complaint against the 
Douglas Fir Exploitation and Export 
company and 107 stockholders, and 
officers in the respondent association 
who are lumber manufacturers in the 
states of Oregon, California and 
Washington. The respondents are 
given thirty days in which to answer, 
after which the case will be tried 
on its merits. 


The complaint charges conspiracy 
to hinder and obstruct competition, 
and alleges that the respondent as- 
sociation is not engaged solely in ex- 
port trade and that it, therefore, does 
not come within the jurisdiction of 
the Webb-Pomerene law. 

It is alleged that the association 
controls the manufacture and sale of 
85 per cent of all the Oregon pine, 
red fir, yellow fir, Columbian pine, 
l'uget Sound pine and British Colum- 
bia pine, which is manufactured and 
sold in the United States. 

It is further alleged that in order 
to carry out the conspiracy the re- 
spondents: 

Coerced competing manufacturers 
to join their association and to abide 
by their plan of equalization of dis- 
tribution of orders: 

Attempted to injure competitors in 
foreign countries by cutting prices on 
lumber ; 

Refused to sell lumber to export 
merchants unless they agreed to pur- 
chase 85 per cent of all their require- 
ments from respondents; 

Refused to sell jumber to export 
merchants who bought for export else- 
where at prices below those fixed by 
respondent association; 

Circulated threatening and coercive 
statements to compel competitors to 
become members of the association. 

Conspired with a British export as- 
sociation, which they helped organize, 
in fixing prices of lumber to Ameri- 
can and foreign purchasers. 

Prevented customers of competitors 
from obtaining steamship facilities 
for transportation of lumber: 

Circulated misleading and unfair 
reports concerning the business repu- 
tation of competitors and prospective 
competitors. 


Return of Two 
U.S. Rhine Units 


Delayed 30 8 


Washington, May 3.— Two bat⸗- 
talions of the eighth infantry, now 
at Coblenz on the Rhine, are being 
delayed at least one month in their 
return to the United States, Secre- 
tory Weeks said today, because of re- 
quests received from various coun- 
tries, including Germany, that Ameri- 
can troops be. retained on the oc- 
* German territory beyond July 
1, the date now set by the war de- 
partment for complete evacuation by 
American forces of German soil. 

Mr. Weeks said these requests were 
under consideration and that no de- 
cision had been reached. He did not 
disclose the specific character or 
source of the requests beyond say- 
ing that he had heard that Germany 
was among the countries which de- 
sired American troops to remain in 
the Rhineland beyond July 1. 

It was intimated, however, that the 
request for retention of American 
forces in Germany beyond July 1 
might not be granted. In any event, 
Mr. Weeks said, the two battalions 
of the eight infantry will not return 
to the United States this month as 
had been expected, but according to 
their present schedule, would arrive 
some time in June. 

It was indicated that requests for 
retention of American troops in Ger- 
many made by Germany and other 
countries had been based on repre- 
sentations that the question of Ger- 
man reparations payments was now 
under immediate consideration and 
that the American complete with- 
drawal from the Rhine might further 
complicate that matter. It was also 
understood that the representations 
drew attention to the situation at Ge- 
noa, where the economic conference 
is now meeting, and to the possible 
effect of American action as to Rhine- 
_ forces upon the conference re- 
sults.

Rome, Ga. May 3.— (Special.)— 
The Twenty-fifth annual session of 
the Masonic convention of the seventh 
district opened here with a large at- 
tendance of Masons from many parts 
of the state and from adjoining states, 
Worshipful Master Max Meyerhardt, 
presided. 

The greater part of the day was 
devoted to hearing reports from lodges 
of the district and all showed an ex- 
cellent conditions Many distinguish- 
ed Masons from Georgia, Alabama 
and Tennessee are present and will 
remain throughout the session which 
closes Thursday night.

And one could say the same thing 
of a great many living rooms—that 
is if one were fortunate enough to 
find one comfortable chair. 

It seems strange that people should 
buy chairs for their appearance rather 
than for comfort but it is plain a great 
many people do.

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Physical Development for Everyone the Key 
note of the Latest Move in 


Athletic Field. 
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BY HUGH FULLERTON. 

Pleyground week is at hand. Every 
American, whether city or small town 
resident, ougR to get into this move- 
ment. The newly-formed National 
Federation of Amateur Athletics has 
outlined its platform, and that scheme 
fits exactly into the Playground 
league plan. Briefly, the idea is to 
foster: and promote athletics and the 
physical development of America, 
with an idea of extening athletics 
down to the smallest hamlet and 
crossroads and building up a race of 
athletes from the bottom. 

The old theory of developing a few 
super-athletes and depending upon 
their records and victories inspiring 
others to initiate them, is entirely 


rong. 

The American people generally 
think of ourselves as a race of ath- 
letes.. As a matter of fact, in this 
transitory period of national exist- 
ence, we have fallen far behind in 
physical ‘development; far behind 
Sweden, Germany (pre-war), behind 
modern England, and now France is 
eoming strong. The trouble seems to 
be that in the earlier United States 
we were a nation of outdoor people, 
uunters, fishermen, really pioneers, 
end in our city-builing we forgot to 
arrange for athletic development of the 
youth of the country and the athletic 
conservation of the older ones. 

I have had a dozen letters from peo- 
ple curious to know why I am such a 
bug on the question of athletic and 
physical development. Here are two 
reasons why it se@ms of considerable 
importance that the United States 
make a serious effort to extend and 
encourage athletics, playground ae- 
tivities, gymnasiums and all forms or 
— development. 

REASONS. 

First—Thirty-seven per cent of the 
boys of draft age who were called to 
the colors in the last war were phys- 
jeally unfit for military duty. These 
were selected from eighteen to forty- 
one years—the age at which we are 
supposed to be best, and one-third of 
those chosen were unfit. 

Scohd—In the training camp ex- 
perlinents and in the armies it was 
found that more than 50 per cent of 
those adjudged physically fit were un- 
ab! to jump across a 6-foot ditch. 

When you and I were kids, out in 
the country, any kid who couldn’t 
jump across a 6-foot ditch would 
bave been a cripple. In our small 
country town any kid who couldn’t 
dive off the covered bridge. swim 
“High Bank” or “Bishers,” run 2 miles 
out to the “crick” and back, throw 2 


climb a,hickory nut tree, ride a horse, | 
or do a seore of other things, would 
have been chased home and bran 4 
as a sissy.

COURTLAND VIADUCT 
PROPOSED AT MEETING 


A viaduct from the south side of 
Auburn avenue to the north side of 
Gilmer street was proposed Wednesday 
afternoon by County Commissioner J.

The crystal detector in the circuit of the radio receiver performs 
the important function of converting the energy of the radio-frequent 
oscillations, intercepted by the antenna, into uni-directiona]. pulsating 
currents which may be rendered audible by the receiving telephones. 

Short wavelengths involve very high frequency of oscillation. For 
example, the oscillation frequency, of a wavelength of 200 meters, is 
1,500,000 cycles per second, a wavelength of 600 meters has a frequency 


vibrations to which the delicate mechanism of the human ear will 


The limiting frequency of vibration to which the ear will respond 
is approximately 16,000 cycles per second, and under normal conditions 
a frequency in the vicinity of 10,000 cycles per second marks the boun- 
dary line between audlbility and inaudibility. 

The range of frequencies in which the sensitive diaphragm of the 
telephone vibrates satisfactory is much lower, between 500 and 1,000 


The crystal detector, therefore, through its property of rectifica- 
tion, transforms the high frequency oscillations into direct current 
pulses, which are rendered audible in the receiving telephones.
